If this vaccination 
cicatrix is not in evidence, the phy­ 
sician cannot legally certify, and the 
child must be revaccinated. 
Use Proper Forms 
The supreme court has ruled that 
it is obligatory to use the vaccination 
certificate form s prescribed by the 
state department of health. 
These 
forms are furnished free of charge 
to all physicians practicing in the 
second class townships, and any other 
form cannot legally lie accepted by 
the teacher or principal. 
Citing the law, it is also explained 
that teachers may not accept certifi­ 
cates issued by the family physician 
or school medical inspectors exempt­ 
ing pupils from vaccination because 
of an 
alleged 
physical 
disability. 
Cases of actual physical disability for 
vaccination 
are 
rare. 
Generally 
speaking, any 
child 
that 
is 
well 
enough to go to school is a fit subject 
for 
vaccination. 
If 
physical 
dis­ 
ability is claimed, such cases must 
passed upon by the county medical 
director or one of the officials above 
named. 
School medical inspectors are di­ 
rected by the secretay of health to 
verify the existence of the required 
vaccination cicatrix and pass upon 
the validity of vaccination certificates 
filed.
